the one to be offered for probate Mon- 
day In Richmond, has been produced 
by Dora Clay Brock, the former child- 
wife of Oen. Clay. The instrument is 
in Gen. Clay's own band-writing and 
aealed on the back with hla priyte aeal 
in green wax. 

A. J. Alexander and some person 
named by him, and Dora Clay Brock, 
his former wife, are iele(ted aa 6xec- 
utora. These shall dictate their sue- 
ceasora. 

The White Hall landa and flxtnrea 
of 860 acrea aball remain — including 

houBes, trees, etc, fororer the same 
intact — the finest natural park on 
earth. It shall be fee simple the prop- 
erty of the United Statea of America 
ia tmat for tbe iababitaata of thia 
earth. It aball be ao kmt under the 
care of ray exeeutera aa amy be deem- 
ed best by the federal government and 
then be under their directions, etc., in 
the purposes of this legator. 

Hia coal minea in Clay county, Ken- 
tucky, about 800 acree; more or leaa, 
aball be formed into a company and 
worked for tbe uae and benefit of the 
funds and needs of the White Hall 
park, and to pay all legacies, debts, 
etc., here enjoined. The 86C acres of 
my Bon, Green Clay, deceased, from 
bia late divorced wife^ Mary Jane W. 
Clay, who lived in Madlaoa county, 
Kentucky, shall be sold and -the pro- 
ceeds go Into the White rfall park re- 
serve fund. All other lands aball be 
sold for tbe same fund or given to tbe 
legateea as ordered herein. 

His former wife, Dora, aball baye

used by her and Caj^piue M. Clay

Chattanooga, Tenn.. Aug. 3. — A head, 
on collision between two freight tralna, 
each drawn by two englnea; reaititiaf 
in the death of three trainmen, ooeor- 
red Saturday night on the Queen A 
Crescent railroad, about lt$ mUoe 
from Chattanooga. 

The dead are: Fireman D. A. Phil- 
lipa, Fireman J. Waltera, Fireman J. 
Price, all of Someraet, Ky. 

The injured: Bnglneera T. S. Duke 
and N. S. Fitzgerald, both of Somer- 
set. 

Tbe trains met at a dip in the road 
while going at a high rate of speed 
and the crash waa heard for mllea. 
Tbe colIiBion ia attributed to the fail- 
ure of the diapatcber to deliver ordere 
to the BoUth-bound train for tbe meet> 
ing point. The enK<ncs and a number 
of cars were badly damaged. 

Indianapolia, Ind., Aug. 8. — Behind 
time and running at a high rate of 
apeed, car No. 106, aoutb-bound, oa 
tbe Indianapolis and Martinaville ia- 
terurban road, crashed into a north- 
bound car three miles south of Moores- 
ville Sunday morning injuring over 
30 people, two of wbooi wUl probably 
die. 

The Bouth-bound car waa heavily 

loaded with passengers bound for 
Bethany Park.
